street.” He made a number of femark- 
able deals and his operations com- 
manded the respect of his associates on

One of these was a flurry of consid- 
erable dimensions in Tennessee Coal 
and Iron, an industrial which was at- 
tempting toe gobble up some of its ri- 
vals and was measureably s ul, 
In the Tennessee deal Smith induced 
his rich uncle in London, George Smith, 
to make large investments.

“That i¢ juet the mistake that the 
outsider makes in judging the internal 
embroliment constantly taking place in 
the heart of the Russian empire. ‘Hun- 
dreds of questions are constantly asked 
as to the reasons why the people do 
not rise in their single might and 
earth— 


just as 
wher they tired of British rule; « 
answer lies In the pitiable intellectual 
condition of the common folk of: every 
Russian province. They have Nad no 
chance; they are serfs, cattle under the 
lashes of their taskmasters. Had they 
the knowledge and learning of occi- 
dental peoples, or even of the péeas- 
antry of more enlightened Europe, the 
Cears would long since have granted a 
constitution by force of arms.

eays. Make the crooked piaces of selt- 

seeking straight, and ihe rough places 

of duty smooth by treading them. Alter 

your manner of living, hewever con- 

tented with it you may be. Get a aew 
t of view. 

“If the discipline.of Lent dees not 
show whether the metal of tae charac- 
ter be true or faise, all its abstentions 
and efforts are a mere waste of time. 
The virtue of fasting lies in its disci- 
pline, and to be discipiinary i must 
deny the habliis that threaten by their 
strength and the passions which have 
the look of supremacy in their rule. 
And this discipiine is necessary in the 
Pp proportion that we shrink from 
it, for the shrinking betrays the sore- 
ness which, if not properly healed, 
will fester and gangrene. Any religion 
that seeks to reliewe the pain of sin 
rather than te cleanse the bieod of it, 
preactes the gospel of perdition. 

“The modern religion of luxury wih 
not do. The God that ie now: the God 
that governs in this werld: the God 
that is right about us; the God whose 
findings we see at work In the retribu- 
tions a the time, bringing every deed 
to the judgment of its own sure con- 
sequences——that God is not the easy- 
going, joviality we have been wont 
to picture Him. God is God, and while 
that loves us, it is with a love 
too wise and earnest to withhold any 
pein that will burn off the dross, and 
refine the gold of character.
